KELLOGG (UPI) - Idaho union 
leaders were Incensed Friday by 
threats by the consortium proposing 
to buy Bunker Hill Co. that all 
workers will be fired If they do not 
support a new labor agreement. 

Jim Kerns, president of the Idaho 
State AFL-CIO, said he was told that 
Duane Hflgprto"* "f Coeur d'Alene, 
one of the members of the consortium, 
called the office of the United 
Steelworkers Local 7854 in Kellogg 
Friday afternoon and, threatened to 
fire all Bunker Hill employees if they 
did not vote for the wage and benefit 
proposal.

The first-term lawmaker isn't prompted In his 
support for public television by a career In the 
medium or a constituency that is pushing for his 
backing. 

He's an eastern Idaho cattle rancher who watches 

- Wall Street Week and Washington Week In Review on 
public television, he said, "because in a place like St. 

- Anthony, you're a long way from anything." 

It is the availability of Informational and cultural, 
programming — and the possibility that residents 



could obtain a college education merely by watching 
classes from their homes — that Orme sees as the 
major advantages of public television in a rural state 
like Idaho; " 

"We haven't even scratched the surface of this 
learning medium,"he said.

"R at a t lfta.i t this would JundJhe education aspects 
and give them enough personnel to stay on the air and 
qualify for federal grants," he said. 
*■ Refusing to keep tbo. stations alive Is agreeing to 
discard all money already Invested in the stations' 
equipment, he said, and tossing out the chances for 
expansion In future years. 

"There are so many educational opportunities (or. 
everyone that we're just knocking on the door of the 
possibilities that can be done with public television," 
he said.

North Side Canal manager predicts excellent water year

JEROME - 1982 should be an excellent water year,

. The company used 618,227 of its allotted 809,976 
acre-feel of storage water last year, leaving 191,749 
'acre-feet of carryover for the 1982 season, Diehl told about 
50 persons at the company's annual meeting, held in the 
Central Elementary School auditorium In Jerome on 
Friday morning. - ■ 

Projections on the company's financial status also look 
promising, said Donald Rahe. a Twin Falls auditor. 

Rahe said the figures shown Id his report may appear 
misleading, however. 

"It looks like a lot of red Ink, but we planned it that ■ 
way,"hesaid. . ' 

The report shows an excess expenditure of 1140,304, but 
Rahe said that was not caused by an incurred debt. 

In 1977, he said the canal company was asked to 



appropriate $131,000 for preliminary plan designs used in 
the replacement of the American Falls Dam. 

After completion of the project, the federal government 
returned^ the money to the canal company because It 
wasn't needed. 



The canal company has been planning for the construc- 
tion of a power plant by Milner Dam, but the operation has 
been slowed by bureaucracy, Diehl said.
